A&E IN FOR 
OVERHAUL 

New plan proposes diverting some emergenq^ services from Southend hospital

SOUTHEND Hospital’s A&E 
department could stop catering for 
some emergencies as part of an 
Essex-wide overhaul of the service. 

A plan has been published outlin¬ 
ing the future of healthcare in mid 
and south Essex in five years’ time 
and includes the aim of designating 
one specialist emergency hospital 
for the area. 

The Mid and South Essex 
Success Regime published its ‘sus¬ 
tainability and transformation plan’ 
last week. 

A spokesman for the Success 
Regime, made up of service 
providers, clinical commissioning 
groups and local authorities, said 
the area’s three main hospitals at 
Basildon, Chelmsford and Southend, 
could “work better as a group”. 

The plan sets out that one hospi¬ 
tal would focus on major emergen¬ 
cies, which the Success Regime 
spokesman said would free up 
more space at the other two hospi¬ 
tals as well as more specialist doc¬ 
tors and nurses. 

The leader of the Labour group on 
Southend Council, Cllr Ian Gilbert, 
was wary about the issue of travel 
time for patients if there was one 
specialist emergency hospital for the 
area located in Basildon. 

Cllr Gilbert said; “The huge, 
glaring concern for us is if people 
with life-threatening emergencies 
in Southend end up having to be 
taken to Basildon for treatment, 
given the regular congestion on 
these roads. 

“The time it takes to get a patient

to hospital is definitely a factor in 
their chances of recovery, and there 
are serious risks around this.” 

Other aims set out in the plan 
include putting more of an empha¬ 
sis on self-care, as well as having a 
different range of professionals at 
each surgery to free up consultation 
time with GPs, if needed. 

Some specialists and facilities, 
such as for skin problems and 
stroke recovery, that were previous¬ 
ly only available at hospital, could 


also be made available at surgeries 
if the plan is put in place. 

Dr Ronan Fenton, joint medical 
director of the Mid and South 
Essex Success Regime, said: “We 
are not talking about closing an 
A&E at any of the three hospitals. 
There would be an A&E in all three 
hospitals for walk-in patients and 
patients arriving by ambulance. 

“This could have the support of 
an assessment centre for older and 
frail people, one for children and 


one for surgery. These centres 
would serve the majority of emer¬ 
gency cases locally, including 
overnight stays for observation and 
treatment, if necessary. 

“For the most serious and life- 
threatening cases, national evi¬ 
dence tells us that we could save 
more lives with a specialist emer¬ 
gency hospital for the 1.2 million 
people of mid and south Essex. 

“We already see this with the 
Essex Cardiothoracic Centre in 
Basildon. Anyone suffering an 
acute heart attack in Essex doesn’t 
go to their local A&E but by ambu¬ 
lance to Basildon, where they are 
seen immediately by top specialists 
working round the clock. 

“With three hospitals working as 
a group, we could draw together 
our specialist doctors, nurses and 
technicians and create new centres 
of excellence in both planned and 
emergency care.”

The plan, which could be 
finalised next year, would be sub¬ 
ject to further national checks and 
public consultation in 2017 before 
any final decision is implemented. 

Cllr Lesley Salter, chairman of 
Southend’s health and wellbeing 
board, said: “There are a number of 
positives in the proposals, particu¬ 
larly investment in primary and 
community care, and bringing 
health and social care closer. 

“However, further debate is need¬ 
ed on what services go where, how 
they are configured locally and the 
impact of this on all of us.”

A PACKAGE of road improvements 
has been completed near Southend 
Airport. 

Work to widen the access road to the 
airport has been finished by contrac¬ 
tors Eurovia, which a Southend 
Council spokesman said would 
improve access to the airport, retail 
park and Holiday Inn hotel. 

It follows the installation of a series 
of pedestrian crossings on roads by 
the nearby Harp House roundabout. 

Larger bus stops with real-time traf¬ 
fic information are included. 

Cllr Tony Cox, executive councillor 


for public protection, waste and 
cleansing, said: “This is an extremely 
busy junction for motorists and pedes¬ 
trians accessing the airport, the retail 
park and the hotels, as well as being 
and an important hub for different bus 
routes. 

“We have listened carefully to local 
businesses and residents and delivered 
a package of improvements that make 
it safer, easier and more pleasant for 
pedestrians and motorists alike to 
negotiate this busy roundabout.

SCHOOLS in south Essex are 
set to benefit following almost 
£250,000 of investment in a 
project to improve pupils’ cre¬ 
ative writing. 

The three-year scheme will 
be rolled out across 45 schools, 
giving children access to the 
arts after a £237,000 grant 
from Paul Hamlyn 
Foundation’s More and Better 
fund. 

Since 2014, Royal Opera 
House Bridge (ROH Bridge) 
has been working with Anglia 
Ruskin University and 
Billericay Teaching Schools 
Alliance on the Creative 
Writing through the Arts initia¬ 
tive in primary schools in 
Billericay. 

Using film, drama, music 
and dance, early career teach¬ 
ers were supported to provide 
arts-based writing sessions to 
help children improve their 
writing skills. 

For the next three years, 15 
teachers a year will receive 
training that will enable them 
to incorporate music, dance, 
drama, film and visual arts into 
the classrooms. 

Sally Manser, head of ROH 
Bridge, said: “This is a truly 
exciting project for the schools 


taking part. Our pilot research 
has shown that teaching cre¬ 
ative writing through cultural 
activities can make a positive 
difference to the standard of a 
child’s writing, one of the gov¬ 
ernment’s key targets for edu¬ 
cation. 

“Cultural education is of 
vital importance for young 
people. 

“Schools should seek to pro¬ 


vide a wide range of arts and 
cultural learning opportunities 
for their pupils and receive the 
support necessary to do so.” 

Among the 15 schools taking 
part in the first year from 
Southend, Castle Point and 
Rochford are Westborough 
Primary School in Westcliff, 
Rayleigh Primary School and 
Riverside Primary School in 
Hullbridge.

When war is 
sold as the 
only option 

AT a time of remembrance I 
feel compelled to challenge 
what we are actually remem¬ 
bering.

There are many examples of 
war being sold as the only 
option. 

As Margaret Thatcher’s pop¬ 
ularity waned, Argentina coin¬ 
cidentally challenged British 
ownership of The Falklands. 

The propaganda machine 
kicked in, the media whipped 
us into a frenzy, people waved 
flags, the nation was united, 
the gunboats went in and 
Maggie was seen as a strong 
leader. 


Moving on and Tony Blair 
saved us from mass destruc¬ 
tion within 45 minutes - the 
intelligence he claimed justi¬ 
fied war and integrity of the 
man himself have since lost 
credibility and respect. 

Despite this, he stood 
unchallenged by dignitaries 
and the British Legion itself, 
noticeably solemnly proud at 
the Cenotaph this year. 

In early 2017, the Campaign 
Against Arms Trade will take 
the British government to 
court accusing them of com¬ 
mitting war crimes that have 
fuelled the Yemen crisis by 
selling arms to Saudi Arabia.

SULLY: MIRACLE ON THE HUDSON 
(12A, 94 mins) 

O N January 15, 2009, US 
Airways Flight 1549 took off 
from LaGuardia airport in New 
York bound for North Carolina with 
155 passengers and crew on board. 

Three minutes into take-off, a flock 
of Canadian geese impacted the air¬ 
craft, causing multiple strikes to 
both engines that necessitated an 
emergency landing. 

Captain Chesley Sullenberger, 
known affectionately as Sully, drew 
on years of experience to glide the 
stricken Airbus A320 onto the 
Hudson River in freezing conditions 
rather‘than head back to LaGuardia 
or another runway. 

Aided by First Officer Jeff Skiles, 
Sully safely landed on water and 
oversaw the evacuation of everyone 
on board into ferry boats that went 
to the scene, aided by scuba divers 
from the NYPD’s Aviation Unit and 
Harbor Unit. • • 

The captain was hailed a hero by a 
city still bearing the scars of the 9/11 
attacks. 

“It’s been a while since New York 
had news this good - especially with 
an airplane in it,” observes one of the 
characters in Sully: Miracle On The 
Hudson, which centres on the sub¬ 
sequent investigation by the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board (NTSB) into Sully’s actions 
that fateful day. 

Clint Eastwood’s exemplary thriller 
is a masterclass in sustained ten¬ 
sion, replaying events aboard US 
Airways Flight 1549 and from the 
ground, from multiple perspectives, 
including air traffic controller Patrick 
Harten (Patch Darragh) and ferry

The NTSB investigation led by 
Charles Porter (Mike O’Malley), 
Elizabeth Davis (Anna Gunn) and Ben 
Edwards (Jamey Sheridan), forms the 
crux and the script nimbly condenses 
the actual 15-month timeframe to 
explore the emotional strain on Sully 


and First Officer Skiles (Aaron 
Eckhart) as they defend their actions. 

“I’ve had 40 years in the air, but in 
the end. I’m going to be judged by 
208 seconds,” laments Sully as tech¬ 
nical data from the craft suggests one 
of the engines was operational, con¬ 
tradicting his version of events. 

A media storm envelops the crew 
and Sully seeks refuge in regular 
telephone calls to his wife, Lorraine 
(Laura Linney).
